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From the Official Observer Files 


The following letter was sent to all Official Observers recently. As you can see from the 
letter, the FCC isn’t messing around with people that work to destroy what we have all built 
over the years. Reading this letter should make you feel good. 


September 30, 1992 


ALL OFFICIAL OBSERVERS: 


FCC has announced that it has notified Allen Burton of 
Hornbeak, Tennessee, that he is apparently liable for a 
forfeiture of $2,000 for willful violation of the Commission’s 
rules (97.113(d)) prohibiting transmission of indecent words and 
language on Amateur Radio stations. 


Burton is a General Class licensee, with the call sign 
KA4URC. According to the Notice of Apparent Liability sent to him 
on September 21, on June 29, 1992, between 3:53 and 4:22 PM 
Central time, the Commission’s Kingsville office monitored 
transmissions on 14.300 MHz by an individual identifying his 
station with the call sign KA4URC. The NAL notes the League’s 
survey of young people and uses the survey to corroborate its 
Claim that "there is a real likelihood that children were 
operating or listening when Burton transmitted." 


FCC said, “Speech is considered indecent if it describes 
sexual or excretory activities and organs in patently offensive 
terms. It need not depict or describe ‘hard core’ sexual conduct 
as required for a finding of obscenity. We find that the 
transmissions describe sexual acts and organs in a patently 
offensive manner and go well beyond what an average adult person 
in any community would consider to be worthy of protection." The 
NAL did not include a transcript of the transmissions, but noted 
that tapes and a transcript are on file. Burton has thirty days 
to pay the forfeiture, or to show why it should be reduced or not 
imposed. 


Prior to the subject transmissions and Commission action, 
Official Observers had monitored indecent transmissions from an 
individual identifying his station with the call sign KA4URC, and 
had issued OO advisory notices accordingly. We are pleased to see 
that the FCC is backing up our program with enforcement activity 
as it is warranted. 


Let me take this opportunity to thank you for your continued 
support of the Amateur Auxiliary program. Keep up the great work!
